USE/ADVANTAGE - The antibodies are useful in biotechnical analysis 
and medical diagnosis, and for purifying (I) by affinity 
chromatography. The antibodies recognise different epitopes fi-om the 
known anti-(I) antibody 11 Gil (ZIM 0087), and are not cross-reactive 
with other human interferon alpha subtypes (e.g. alpha-2). 
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
